1. This memorandum transmits a letter for the signature of the 
Deputy Director of Central Intelligence nominating Paul M. Chretien for 
the Arthur S. Flemming Awards Program. 


2. The Junior Chamber of Commerce of Washington, D. C. sponsors 
annually the Arthur §. Flemming Awards Program honoring young men in the 
Federal service who have performed unusual and outstanding work of dis- 
tinct benefit to the Government. A letter from Mr. James J. Kirwin, III, 
Nominations Chairman of the Flemming Awards Program, inviting the Agency 
to nominate candidates and the enclosed announcement of the awards pro- 
gram are attached.
